STAMP DUTIES. 


Wo believe there is a wrong impression 
abroad regarding the aotion of the House 
of Commons with reference to the Stamp 
Act. ‘The following aro the resolutions 
which received the sanction of Parliament : 

Resolved,—That it is expediant to pro- 
vide for the continuance of the Stamp du- 
ties now payable in that purt of the Domin- 
ton of Canada forming the Provinces of On- 
tario and Qucbeo, under tho acts of the late 
Province of Canuda, 27 & 28 Vio., oap. 4, 
and for levying the said dutics under like 
provisione, throughout the whole Dominion, 
and for that purpose to impose tho following 
duties to bo paid “by Adbesive Stamps, or 
otherwise, ay the Governor io*Council may 
direot, viz. : ! 

On every promissory-note, draft, or bill 
of exchange, made, drawn, or acoopted, ip 
Quebeo or Ontario after the passing of the 
Act, and in Nova Scotia or Now Brunswick 
on and after tho first day of February, 1868, 
—that is to say 

On exch such note, draft, or bill, a duty 
of ono tent, if tho sane amounts to, but does 
not exoced, twenty-five dollars; and a duty 
of threo conta if the amount exoceds fifiy 
dollara, but is less than ono hundred dollars: 

And if tho amount is ono hundred dollars, 
or more, then— 

On cach such’ Promissory note, and on 
each such Draft or Bill of Exchange exo 
outed singly, a duty of three conte for the 
first hundred dollars of the amount thereof 
and a furtbur duty of two conte for onoh

GAME LAWS. 

Sir Henry Smith has introduced a Bill in 
the Hegislature of Ontario, which hes passed 
its seoond reading, for the better protection 

{ Game, and which repeals the existing law 
on that subject. The principal provisions of 
the proposed law may be summed up as fol- 
lows :— 

1, No deer or fawn, elk, moose or cariboo, 
shall be hunted, taken or killed, between the 
let of February and 1st of December in any 
year. 

2, No wild turkey, grouse, pheasant, par- 
tridge, or hare to be hunted, &o,, between the 
let of February and the Ist of September. 

3. Quail not to be killed between lat Jan’y 
and 1st of February. 

4, The close season for woodcock snd snipe 
between the 1st March, and 1st Septemer. 
5. For wild swan, goose, and any ducks, 
commonly known as wild duck, the close sea- 
son, is between the 1st of March, and the lst 
of September, 3 

6. The use of batterigs, or sunken punts, in 
hunting or shooting duck, is prohibited. 

7. Bo is the use of traps, nets, snares, or 
other means of taking such birds, other than 
by shooting, and the same may be destroyed by 
any person finding the same set for such pur- 
pose. 

8. No possession of any of the above men- 
tioned animals or birds for sale is allowable, 
after the expiration of 14 days from the com- 
mencement of the close season. 

9. The taking or destruction of eggs of any 
birds enumerated as game is prohibited. 

10, Fur bearing animals shall only be killed 
between the Ist of November and 1st May. 

11, The penalty for any infraction of the 
Statute is a fine of not less than $2,006 nor 
more than $25, recoverable before any Justice 
of the Peace, one half of wnich goes to the 
informer, and one-half to the municipality.— 
In addition to this, the game unlawfully ini the 
possession of the party convicted is to be for- 
foited in all cases, 

This is decidedly the most sensible law that 
has hitherto been framed on this subject. Sir 
Henry being an old and experienced sports- 
man himse!f, was well qualified to bring in 
such a meagure, It will be seen by the above 
that all Spring shooting of duck or geese is 
prohibited, as the waters are never clear of ice 
before the Ist of March, We would have 
liked the measure better, had the prohibition 
only extended to the non-diving ducks, which 
alone breed in our waters.

Burrer Faorories in New YorK,— 
Tho Tribune says butter factories are rapid- 
ly increasing in number in the State of New 
York. Water-power often jdetermines the 
site, though steam 1s generally preferred to 
water power, A cold and copious spring is 
well nigh indispensable. A large reservoir 
like a cellar is dug in the ground and tight- 
ly walled with planks. Board platforms 
extend into this, floating on two or three 
feet of water, constantly renewed from the 
spriog. In this reservoir, deep pails or cans 
are set and filled three-fourths full of milk 
—they sinking and floating in a like depth 
of water. The milk remains here twenty- 
four or thirty-six hours, when the cream 18 
taken off and churned by stedm or water 
power—six or twonty, four chnrns being 
operated at once, with no draft on human 
muscle, The butter thus: made is of such 
uniform and superior quality as \to bring 
from five to ted cents per pound moro than 
fait farm dairies will command. A vory 
fair quality of cheese is mado of the milk 
after it"is skimmed. Tho Tribune estimates 
that tho dairy product of the State will be 
inoreased at least one-fourth by the general 
introduction of these factories,

THURLOW vs. HASTINGS 


As thore seems to be a great doal of mis- 
apprehension prevailing in refereace to the 
position which the Corporation of Thurlow 
occupies towards the County of Hastings, on 
of the equalization of Assessment in 
the year 1865, we would be much obliged for 
8 small space in your valuablo paper, in order 
to place the matter before the public in a pro- 
per light. It has beon iterated and reitorat-

the opponents of Thurlow, that this Township 
had repudiated its honest debts, and had re- 
sorted to law on a mero logal quibble or tech- 
nicality in order to choat the County out of a 
jost claim. Now, what are tho facta? On 
the 14th of June 1865, tho County Council 
wont into committeo of the whole on equali- 
zation, and instead of examining the Assess- 
mont Rolls of the various municipalities as 
the law directs, in order to seo whothor they 
jost rolation to the whole agseased 
property in the Oounty, they arbitrarily fixed 
certain amounts, and imposed a much Jarger 
amount upon Thurlow, Sidney and some other 

laces, than what was just and equitable.— 

hurlow at the timo protested against this 
course, a8 it was not the first time sho had 
been fleeced on the Equalization by the 
Reeves and Deputy Reoves of the back Town- 
ships and Tyendinaga, which latter Town- 
ship, by a system of log-rolling, has benefitted 
more largely by such unjust equalization than 
any other. Tho representatives of Thurlow 
felt that they were oppressed and unjustly 
treated, and were likely to be so treated al- 
ways unless they at once offered a successful 
resistance. Acting upon legal advice, the 
Council of Thurlow refused to raise the whole 
amount imposed by the County Council, but 
levied what they considered a sufficient suta 
to meet the reasonable demands of the Coun- 
ty. The consequence of this refusal on the 
part of Thurlow was that on the 2nd July, 
1866, the Treasurer of the County, in pureu 
ance of tho Statute, issued his warrant, and 
placed the same in the hands of the Sheriff 
to enforce the collection of the taxes imposed 
by the County. Thurlow had either to sub- 
mit of resist, The latter course was adopted, 
and a Bill was filed in Ohancery in December 
following, setting forth the facts, and praying 
to havo said equalisation declared illegal, and 
said warrant eet aside as illegal and void, and 
for a perpetual injunction restraining tbe 
collection of the taxes so imposed. Thurlow 
has since succeeded in that suit, and a docree 
has been granted, in accordance with the pray- 
er of said Bill. 5
